The 
bar on tests would be subject 
to iron-clad arrangements for

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 — 
President Eisenhower said today 
he is “tremendously disappoint- 
ed” with the record of this ses- 
sion of Congress but will not 
call a special session to get 
what he considers adequate mu- 


tual security appropriations or 
civil rights legislation. 

The President told his press 
conference that he is willing 
to accept a compromise on the 
pending civil rights legislation 
provided it meets his original 
plan to protect the right to 
vote. 


New Rights Proposal. 


Republican congressional lead- 
ers, he disclosed, have worked 
out another civil rights pro- 
posal which they will present 
today or tomorrow to break the 
current deadlock in the House. 
He did not disclose the details 
of this plan but said it would 
represent a position between 
the one he originally took and 
the Senate version, which, he 
said, is not strong enough. 

The compromise, he said, 


would retain sufficient effec- 


tiveness to make the bill accept- 
able to everybody and at the 
same time would quiet what he 
called the justifiable alarm of 
some people over the excessive 
punishment provisions of the 
bill passed by the House. 

Responding to a question, Mr. 
Eisenhower said the Repub- 
licans would not advocate 
restoration of part three of the 
House bill which the Senate 
eliminated by a substantial ma- 
jority, primarily because it went 
beyond the voting rights pro- 
tection. 

He did not specifically an- 
swer a reporter’s question as to 
whether he would accept a 
compromise, advanced by some 
influential House Democrats, 
that would confine the jury 
trial in criminal contempt cases 
solely to those related to voting 
rights.

Rains Largely at Fault. 


“The sharp increase in the 
number of failures this year is 
due mostly to the rains we've 
had,” Briscoe said. Water seeps 
into underground cables or runs 
down inside the hollow light 
standards and causes short cir- 
cults. Sometimes this doesn’t 
occur until a few days after a 
rain, but that’s the basic cause. 

“Many of the underground 
cables were laid only a few 
inches beneath the surface, and 
over the years they’ve been cut 
time again by people dig- 
ging to make plumbing, drive- 
way or sidewalk repairs. Often 
the person who cuts the cable 
makes a repair without report- 
ing it, and doesn’t do the job 
properly. Weeks or months later 
the water seeps in and there's 
another failure. 

“One of the trouble-shooting 
difficulties is that we have to 
wait until night to see which 
lights are out. The night crews 
make temporary repairs, in most 
cases, and the day crews follow 
to make permanent — ll

Kerr then asked whether 
Jones, if confirmed, would ad- 
minister “in a sympathetic and 
effective manner the purposes 
of the TVA as it now is being 
operated.”

$4,200,000 Requested. 

The Administration had asked 
for $4,200,000 in research funds 
earmarked for P. R. D.C. with | 
$1,500,000 appropriated the first 
year. 

A House Appropriations sub- 
committee recommended against 
any appropriation for the Mich- 
igan project. However, the full 
committee, on a motion by Rep-

NEW U.S. FUND

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (UP) 
~The Senate has agreed that 
the Government ought to lay 
out another $11,934 to pay 169 
Indians for ponies lost by their 
forebears in the Sioux Indian 
war of the 1870s. 

By voice vote, it passed and 
sent to the White House yester- 
day a bill to clean up claims 
which have been in dispute for 
years.

Secretary of Agriculture Evra Taft Benson 
has again vetoed a food stamp plan such as that 
proposed by Representative Leonor Sullivan of 
St. Louls.

Coming Home to Roost 

The Tilinois Road Commission which sold 
$415,000,000 in toll highway bonds 18 months 
ago in the face of determined opposition dy 
many Illinois citizens now finds itself paying in- 
terest at the rate of $38,761 a day.

More than half of all Luther- 
ans in the world are concen- 
trated in Germany, or more 
than 37,000,000. Of these, nearly 
21,000,000 belong to 12 German 
Lutheran churches that are 
members of L.W.F. 


There are 7,500,000 Luther- 
ans in the United States and 
Canada — only 200,000 more 
than are found in the little 
country. of Sweden. 

Discussions on Unity, 

This assembly has devoted 
much of its time to theological 
discussions on the question of 
church unity, the case of the 
Missouri Synod being only one 
of many in this field where, not 
only is Protestantism divided, 
but also Lutheranism (150 dif- 
ferent churches). 

The subject of church unity 
is being considered here in 
terms of the relationship of 
Lutheran churches both to each 
other and to other Protestant 
groups, particularly those in the 
World Council of Churches, 
Many churches that belong to 
the Lutheran World Federation 
are also members of the World 
Council. 

Another and more dramatic 
problem of church organization 
was brought before the assem- 
bly today by a Lutheran ieader 
from East Germany, where his 
church wages a running fight 
with Communist rulers. 

Organization May Change.

Reelfoot was formed in 1811- 
12 by a series of earthquakes. 
History refers to them as the 
“New Madrid earthquakes.” On 
Dec. 16, 1811, about 10 o’clock 
at night, many of the inhabitants 
of the small Missouri town of 
New Madrid on the Mississippi 
river had retired. One violent 
shock followed another and vast 
tracts of land were plunged into 
the Mississippi river. The up- 
heaval of the river bed caused 
a great wave which for a mo- 
ment changed the flow of this 
mighty stream. Then the waters 
rushed into the vast sunken 
land areas with a terrific ‘roar. 
This upheaval created Reelfoot 
lake. 

For nearly 150 years many of 
the trees that were flattened 
and submerged as a result of 
the violence have remained pre- 


state. The old stumps of the 
broken trees are still visible in 
the dark-colored water. Man, 
with all his ingenuity, could not 
have provided a better cover 
refuge and spawning area for 
bass, bluegill and crappie.

As 
soon as it reaches the depths 
where the school of bluegill is 
lurking, a fish greedily seizes 
the bait and often dozens are 
boated before the anglers move 
on to new territory. 

Many state fish departments 
still have limits and seasons on 
bluegill. In Missouri the limit 
in 1952 and previous years was 
12 with 20 in possession.

After his eight years in Mos- 
cow, Dr. Dvali returned to his 
home town to work as a chest 
surgeon in the first polyclinic of 
Tiflis. He is also doing research 
for his thesis which, if approved, 
will make him a candidate of 
medical science. Later, he hopes 
to become a doctor of medical 
science, which will mean in- 
creased pay and prestige. 

Physicians’ salaries in the 
Soviet Union are rather low ex- 
cept for those who acquire ad- 
vanced degrees. When he went 
to work in the Moscow clinics, 


Dr. Dvali received only 650 


rubles a month. That is barely 
enough to buy food for the aver- 
age couple. After five years, his 
pay was automatically increased 
to 850 rubles. Two years hence, 
he will receive his last auto- 
matic increase, to 1150. 

Like many Soviet physicians, 
Dr. Dvali supplements his in- 
come by publishing articles 
about his research work in med- 
ical journals, He has had four 
such articles published in the 
last year or so and each of 
them brought in 700 to 800 
rubles. He has just finished a 
long article on “Principles of 
Post- Operative Treatment in 
Lung Surgery” for which he 
expects to be paid 1200 rubles. 

If a physician works in a 
particularly dangerous or po- 
tentially harmful field, such as 
X-rays or the treatment of in- 
fectious diseases, he receives 
additional payment equal to 15 
per cent of his base pay. 

Six Hours a Day. 

Dr. Dvali is on duty six hours 
a day, six days a week at the 
surgical clinic. But he said that 
he usually operates on only 
three of those days and per- 
forms three or four operations 
in a day. His specialty as a 
chest surgeon does not keep 
him busy. He therefore per- 
forms other operations; in fact, 
he said, about one-half of his 
operations are appendectomies. 

A person who gets sick in 
the Soviet Union usually goes 
to a clinic operated by the Min- 
istry of Health. Cases requiring 
hospitalization or surgery are 
referred to a polyclinic or hos- 
pital. As a surgeon, Dr. Dvali 
sees only those patients as- 
signed to him by other physi- 
cians. 

All costs of surgery and hos- 
pitalization are borne by the 
state. The patient pays noth- 
ing for his , food, nursing 
care, or medicine. A patient 
who.is not hospitalized does 
have to buy his own medicine. 
Persons suffering from diseases 


requiring lengthy treatment, 


such as tuberculosis, must also 
pay to stay at a sanitarium al-

Like all Soviet physicians, 
Leonid gets 24 days’ paid vaca- 
tion a year plus four Sundays. 


He, his wife and their son usu- 
ally go to Gagra, a Black Sea 
resort. He plays tennis three 
or four times a week to keep 
in shape. 

The Dvalis live with his par- 
ents in a pleasant and larger- | 
than-average apartment. The 
parents have one bedroom; the 
young couple and their son an- 
other. There is a fairly large 
living room and a kitchen and 
bath. The rent is 50 rubles 
and 25 kopecks a month, in- 
cluding electricity and gas. The 
mother said the family spent 
50 rubles a day for food. 

One of the family’s proudest 
possessions is a new refriger- 
ator, and the doctor’s mother 
served homemade ice cream 
from it as we talked. The doctor 
is saving his money to buy an 
automobile. At his present sal- 
ary, it will take two years’ worth 


But the total family income 
is high enough to enable him to 
save much of his earnings, and 
he will be able to save even 
more when his wife begins to 
work again. Until he Buys a 
car, the doctor will continue to 
go to the clinic by trolley-bus. 

Dr. Dvali said that medicine 
was one of the most popular 


professions in the Soviet Union. 


“Students are eager to study 
medicine,” he said. are

Crawford opened the four of 
diamonds and Silodor put up 
the ace and returned the jack 
of clubs, hoping to find his 
partner with an honor. Shein- 
wold won with the king of 
clubs, led a low spade to dum- 
my’s king and played the 10 of 
clubs, losing to East's ace. Silo- 
dor now returned the deuce of 
diamonds, putting declarer to 
a guess. 

It was now possible to take 
10 tricks in top cards, a dia- 
mond and two clubs, five hearts 
and two spades, but Sheinwold 
was unwilling to settle for so 
little. The question was whether 
to finesse the jack of diamonds 
or dummy’s jack of spades in an 
attempt to win the eleventh 
trick. Either finesse risked the 
contract. If the diamond jack 
lost to West’s queen, having 
failed to get his second club 
trick, declarer would now be 
thrown on the board with a 
heart and possibly be forced to 
lose two spades which in addi- 
tion to two diamonds and a 
club would put him down one. 

If he went up with the dia- 
mond king, cashed his club 
queen and tried the spade fi- 
nesse and lost to East’s queen, 
a diamond through his jack to 
West's queen-nine would give 
the defenders three diamonds, 
a club and a spade trick again 
for down one. 

But Freddy decided that 
Crawford's failure to open a 
spade (the unbid major suit is 
a preferred lead against three 
no-trump) placed the queen of 
spades in his hand. He there- 
fore put up the king of dia- 
monds, cashed the queen of 
clubs and finessed the jack of 
spades to take 11 tricks.

while cooking. Moderate heat 
should be used to lessen evap- 
oration, even when the pan is 
covered. 

For a dressing, there is a 
rather wide choice. Cream, but- 
ter, a thin cream sauce and, 
occasionally, hollandaise: or 
sour cream sauce may be used. 
Of course, you may like to cook 
the string beans Southern style, 
with a Bit of ham or bacon. 
Sometimes, sugar and vinegar 
are added for flavoring.

|W into two main kinds— 
personal and general. 

A man may remember his 
‘first ride in an automobile or 
railway train. That is a per- 
sonal“ memory. The facts which 
he remembers may differ widely 
from those of a friend. who aleo 
has a story to tell about his 
early rides in those vehicles. 


A 2 memory, on the 
other hand, is likely to be simi- 
lar to What others remember. 
For example, all members of a 
group may récall that George 
Stephenson, a British engineer, 
was an important pioneer in 
building railway locomotives. . 

Also we may have general 
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tell that it took 
ago, that King 
battle to Willam the Conqueror. 
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IN THE SAME WAY we have 
general memories about science. 
We may, or may not, remember

It is possible to have person- 
al memortes of how we learned 
facts about science. I recall, 
for example, how I located the 
heart of a crayfish back in my 
high school days.
